Reduction ef FareA 

A general reduction of fere* west Into 
effect on the Lackawanna Bell road No¬ 
vember a. Oq tbe Bloomfield branch 
the exoureJon rate between Montclair 
sod Newark will be roduoed from thirty 
cents to twenty-five cents, cud like re¬ 
ductions wtti be mads from other sta¬ 
tions. The one-way fare fron Montclair 
to Newark, which U now eighteen cents, 
will be fifteen cents and from Glen Ridge 
aud Bloomfield ten cents. The slx-ceot 
fare between Bloomfield and Montclair 
bis been reduced to five cents. 

The ticket agent of tbe company lu 
N-wark said that the excursion rate 
would uot be materially affected unless 
the going and return fares or single 
tickets would make a lower late than tbe 
excursion figure, which would bs tbe 
case iu some of the municipalities. 

At tbe rats of two and one-half cents 
a mile, wblob became operative Novem¬ 
ber 1, tbe single fare reduction will 
affect pi os* like Morristown. Tke sin¬ 
gle fare (root Newark to Morristown is 
sevsoty cents, aged on the >a*i* of two 
and ooe-baM cents a mile It. will bring 
tbe single fare down to flftycaaU, and 
$1.06 for s round trljg "

Tbs “bishops' law” and a closed Bab- 
batn commanded tbe attention of Kev. 
Dr. Jesse L. Hurlbut, pastor of tb« 
Patk M. E. Obureb, last Sunday nlgbt 
from tbe text “Klgbteousnese exaltetn a 
nation, but sin Is a reproach to any peo¬ 
ple,” Dr. Hurlbut said tbat the tariff 
was out tbe Issue, "though the noise 
made about It one might think It was In 
danger.” He said the question of the 
hour was the regulation and control of 
tbe liquor traffic. fi.a declared that tbe 
sals ol liquor bad always been forbidden 
on Sundays, but until tbe enactment of 
the “bishops’ law” it bad beea a dead 
iettar. Dr. Hurlbut apoka aa follows: 

“This congregation will base me wit- 
M«»tha$ l have not made to* patpft a 
plan* tor the dlacuasioo of partisan pol¬ 
itics. Aa long aa pollttos pertains only 
to the sphere of publlo policy, there is 
no reason for soon topics ae ‘tariff,' or 
‘gold standard,’ or ‘Imperialism’ being 
preaeuted In tbe pupil. But when great 
mor-tl Issues.are at stake lu aoy eleotiou. 
It becomes the duty of the pulpit to 
speak with ao uaceriatu sound, and such 
are the questions that oome btfote the 
voters of ibis State, this county and this 
city lu tbe election which Is so near at 

hand.’ 1 _

Councilman Charles J. Murray at a 
special meeting of the Council held last 
night succeeded iu blocking a scheme on 
the part of Councilman Jaaae C Green to 
create a boom for Dr. W. F. Harmon 
for Mayor. The medium through which 
Councilman Green tried to work his 
scheme was the auditor 1 * report on the 
condition of the water department. The 
patl of the report read to the Council by 
Mt. Green showed that by charging tbe 
town for water used fox various purposes 
a considerable profit stood to the credit 
of the water department. 

After Councilman Green finished r«- su¬ 
ing parts of the report, he moved that 
such parts as had been read be published 
in the Newark Evening A r e»« and Daily 
Advertiser to-morrow (SMurday). 

Mr. Murray amended the motioo to 
the effect that the publication be de¬ 
ferred until after November 6. Mr. Mur¬ 
ray opposed tbe publication of the re¬ 
port before the members of the Council 
'had had opportunity to read it. 

Mr. Risk, the auditor, also objected to 
the publication of the report before 
every member of the Council had a copy 
of it 

It had bees common rumor on the 
street yesterday that Mr. Green inteni^ed 
to make political capital oat of the re 
port iu Dr. Harrison’s interests. 

Mr, Murray’s firm opposition to the 
scheme upset it. and Messers. Greem, 
Powers and others were much disap- 
] pointed. 

I'fiM publication of tbe report would 
cost considerable, aud It was tbe Inten¬ 
tion bo put tbe cost on tbe taxpayers. 
Never iu tbe history of CounciJUiunlc 
aff lire' has euob au audacious scheme 
beea tried as that wblob Messrs. Green 
aud Powers tried to get through last 
nlgut. They are making deeperate ef¬ 
fort* to deteat Mr. ButpheD, and they 
anticipated tbat last night’s game would 
prove a trump oard. When Mr. Murray 
«p sol finally aaked for deferment of pub- 
iioatioo until altar November 6, they 
parceivad that ha wm awaka to tha 
l amt 4**'

department finances. It will be given 
wide distribution shortly. In fact, 
oiucb of It that It was proposed to print 
1 at public expense, to make political capl-

pense for the same purpose, but will 
not carry tbe weight of official sanction, 
which was tbe object sought, sad which 
Mr. Murray defeated.

Aa official of tbe trolley com¬ 
pany told me a few daya ago tsat they 
were unable to aeoure tbe delivery of 
new cars which they bad ordered, aod 
which were urgently needed, to take 
care of the la at a as* la traffic, beea use 
tba ear butldar* In every part of the 
oountiy were mouth* behind with their 
order*. The bottdur*. wh*o pressed, 
explained that th*y la lura war* beiag 
delay— by the teUwrt st maaufeoturera 
of whwla *ad machinery ia supply their 
damaada. 

“ That la tbe way things aaem to be 
golog everywhere. The country u oa 
tbe oreet of a tremendous wave of indus¬ 
trial activity, and apparently New Jer¬ 
sey 1? taking the lead In this activity.
